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SUiVlMARY 


An  explosives  storage  area  is  located  7 
kilometers  (km)  northeast  of  Brusovo  and  28 
kin  west- northwest  of  Maksatikha  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  500 
acres  and  contains  a barracks/administration 
building,  2 multistory  barracks,  12  probable 
quarters/barracks,  27  explosives  storage  build- 


ings, 22  support  buildings,  and  an  athletic  field 
(Figures  2 and  ?>)• 

The  storage  area  is  covered  on  9 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  April  1962  and  December  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  change  in  faci- 
lities and  light  activity  throughout  this  period. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


R a i lroad  Service 

A rail  spur  serves  the  storage  area. 
Road  Service 

Probable  all-weather  roads  serve  the  in- 
stallation. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  A tea 

Area  D contains  a T-shaped  multistory 
barracks/administration  building,  2 multistory 
barracks,  and  12  probable  quarters/barracks. 


Explosives  Storage  Area 

Area  F is  secured  and  contains  27  explosives 
storage  buildings  and  7 support  buildings. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  H contains  15  support  buildings. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  athletic  field. 
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
